PREFACE

J T was a good many years after its first inception before the Contemporary 
Art Society felt its position strong enough to establish a fund for the 
purchase of foreign works. It is indeed owing to the generosity of one of its 
members that through this fund the Society has already a few pictures to its 
credit. A Matisse and a Rouault here shown have been acquired, and one of 
Maillol’s most important works is destined to find a home in an English 
public gallery when completed. It cannot be denied that this is rather a small 
accession to our National Collections when one considers the quantity and 
quality of the work produced by contemporary painters on the Continent. 
The present exhibition will, it is hoped, convince many of our members and 
other lovers of art of the importance of acquiring for our national galleries 
a much more representative collection. We have been slow to realize the 
importance of Contemporary European Art; we came late into the market, 
when prices had already risen immensely, but the collectors who have kindly 
lent their works to this Exhibition prove that they have made up for lost time 
by the discrimination and critical intelligence of their selection. No doubt 
from the private collections of Paris it would be easy to collect a larger and 
more representative exhibition of Contemporary Art. I doubt if it would be 
possible to set a higher standard than is here maintained. 

Anyone who looks at the pictures as seen in these galleries with an 
unbiassed sensibility must, I feel, recognize that the daring experimentation 
which has characterized the art of the 20 th Century has not severed the 
chain of the central tradition of European painting. One feels everywhere 
the controlling preoccupation with constructive design. One feels that whatever 
aspect of nature the artist has chosen to emphasize — and this exhibition 
shows how various the choice has been—this emphasis is not allowed to 
interfere with the fundamental principles of harmony and proportion essential 
to works of art. 

In choosing the pictures of contemporary foreign artists the committee 
have endeavoured to get the best work available without any bias towards 
any particular nationality. The fact that the French School predominates so 
largely is due either to the preferences of English collectors, or to the real 
superiority of the art practised in Paris, which is by no means exclusively 
French, or to both of these circumstances.
